Background: Sickle cell disease is a lifelong hereditary red blood cell disorder that
predominantly affects African-American individuals. The disease can cause alifetime of pain
and extensive medical interventions. While there is no cure for sickle cell disease, it is
recognized that better education, diagnosis, and treatment can reduce its serious
conseguences.

Summary of Bill: The Joint Select Committee on Sickle Cell Disease is created. The
committee will review current practices for screening, treatment, and education of the disease
and make recommendations to the Legislature by December 1, 2008.

Over the last 10 years, new
treatments have come along that people are not able to access.
